'Sir John Lackey KCMG (6 October 1830 - 11 November 1903) was a magistrate and politician in colonial New South Wales, President of the New South 
Wales Legislative Council 1892 to 1903. 


Lackey was born in Sydney, New South Wales, son of William Lackey and his second wife Mary nee O'Dowd. His grandfather was a wealthy publican and 
paid for his education. Lackey was educated at the Sydney College, subsequently adopting pastoral pursuits in the Parramatta district. In 1852 he became a 
magistrate. 


He unsuccessfully contested Central Cumberland at the 1859 election. He was the first of two members elected for Parramatta at the election on 8 December 
1860. James Byrnes took offence at being placed second behind a newcomer, stating that the majority of voters had decided that he was not fit to serve them 
and resigned in March 1861 without taking his seat. Lackey strongly supported the passing of the Robertson Land Acts in 1861. He was defeated at Parramatta 
at the election on 24 November 1864, but on 27 June 1867 he won the Central Cumberland by-election to re-enter the Assembly. 


He was Chairman of Committees from February 1870 August 1872. From February 1875 to March 1877, he was Secretary for Public Works in the third 
Robertson ministry. In 1877 he was Minister of Justice and Public Instruction in the short-lived fourth Robertson ministry and was again Secretary for Public 
Works in the Parkes-Robertson Administration from December 1878 to January 1883. In August 1885 he resigned from the Legislative Assembly and was 
appointed to the Legislative Council in December 1885. In 1889 he was the Vice-President of the Executive Council in the second Dibbs ministry. In August 
1892 he was appointed President of the Legislative Council, serving until his resignation as president on 23 May 1903. 


Lackey died on 11 November 1903 (aged 73) in Bong Bong, New South Wales, survived by two sons. He was made a Knight Commander of the Order of 
St Michael and St George (KCMG) in 1894.' 


In Summer Hill, Sydney, NSW, the main street leading to the railway station is named Lackey Street in honour of John Lackey.

Robert Lewis John Ellery (1827-1908) was born on 14 July 1827 at 
Cranleigh, Surrey, England. He trained as a surgeon (M.R.C.S.) however his 
true interest was in astronomy. He migrated to Australia in 1852 and settled 
at Williamstown, Melbourne, Victoria. He advocated for an observatory 
at Williamstown and Governor Charles La Trobe acted on the suggestion 
and Ellery was appointed as its first director, a position he would hold for 
the next forty years. During this time he would conduct many outstanding 
researches and also move the astronomy to a more suitable location in 
Melbourne Domain. 


Ellery had various other interests and was president of the Royal Society of 
Victoria 1866-85, treasurer of the Council of the University of Melbourne, 
chairman of the board of the Alfred Hospital and a trustee of the Public 
Library, Gallery and Museum. He was also actively involved in the Australian 
Antarctic Exploration Committees. He was also in the colonial forces and as 
a captain he helped establish the Victorian Torpedo and Signal Corps, retiring 
in December 1888 as lieutenant-colonel. As a hobby he was also president 
of the Victorian Beekeepers' Club and editor of their journal. 


Robert Ellery was elected a fellow of the Royal Astronomical Society in 1855 
and the Royal Society in 1873. He was appointed C.M.G. in 1889. He died 
at Melbourne on 14 January 1908.

Following is an extract from a report in The Kiama Reporter and Illawarra 
Journal, Wednesday 2 April 1941, page 4. 


"The death occurred at his residence, Meadowbank, Albion Park, on Sunday 
last, of Mr Alick Horsley Weston, following a short illness, at the age of 77. 
He was the second son of the late Major Edward H. Weston and Mrs Weston 
of The Meadows, Albion Park, and a descendent on the maternal side of 
Colonel George Johnston, who became acting Governor of New South Wales 
at the time of the Bligh Rebellion. 


The late Alick Weston was born at Horsley, Smithfield, in the Prospect 
district, but spent practically all his life at The Meadows, Albion Park, where 
for many years he took a very active and prominent part in the public life 
of the district. There was a long military tradition in the family, and when 
the Illawarra Cavalry troop was formed at Albion Park in 1885, he held a 
commission in this and was distinguished in many competitions which were 
held. He always took a great interest in militia activities and won many 
trophies and tournaments. He was also a very keen rifle shot. 


The Weston family for many years had been well-known for their fine 
horses, and Alick Weston also followed this tradition, not only exhibiting 
at the various shows, but also as an owner and breeder of such fine stock as 
the hack, Warrior, the hunter, Hamlet, and hurdlers, Blackall, Warrigal and 
Creamy Jack. The older generation will long remember the Weston horses 
from Albion Park. 


In other local activities and progressive movements, his advice and assistance 
was always available to his fellow citizens and primary producers. For many 
years, he was an Alderman of the Shellharbour Council and a prominent 
member of the Albion Park Agricultural Society, holding the office of 
treasurer, and being of great assistance at all the shows. 


The late Mr Weston was also a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Illawarra Co-operative Central Dairy Society, and for some years was 
chairman. A few years ago, he was compelled, through ill-health, to relinquish 
all his public activities, and had lived in retirement.' 


Alick Horsley Weston was buried on Monday 31 March 1941 at the Church 
of England Cemetery at Albion Park, following a well attended service at All 
Saints Church where he had been a Churchwarden for many years.

James Toohey was born in Dublin, Ireland on 30 June 1837. He arrived in 
Victoria about 1860 and joined the firm of T. Toohey & Company dealing 
in wine and spirits operated by his brother Thomas and John Gleeson. After 
his brother died and Gleeson retired in 1882 James became sole proprietor 
of the firm then trading as James Toohey & Co. 


James Toohey was also involved in politics and represented the electorate of 
Villiers and Heytesbury in the Legislative Assembly from 1 July 1880 until 
1 March 1889. He died not long after on 19 September 1889.

Ephraim Laman (Lamen) Zox (22 October 1837 - 23 October 1899) was an Australian financier and politician. Zox was according to some sources born in 
Liverpool, England, son of Eliazer Laman Zox (died 1882), proprietor of a large cap-making business. It seems more likely that he was born in London. In the 
1851 London Census Ephraim's place of birth, like that of all his siblings, was given as London, where the family were living. Their address was Long Acre, 
near London's Covent Garden, and their cap manufacturer father's place of birth was given as Prussia; the mother's birthplace was not given. 


Ephraim arrived in Melbourne in December 1852 and worked as an assistant to his cousin Lewis Myer Myers (1830-1891), in a soft goods firm. From 1863 
he partnered with Myers in a warehouse business; and, for about five years from 1866, his brother Joseph joined him in Melbourne. On 15 May 1879 his 
partnership with Myers was dissolved by mutual consent, and the next year he set up on his own as ‘financial agent and arbitrator’, Collins Street West. 


He was appointed Justice of the Peace for the "Melbourne District" in May 1874. 


Following the death of Edward Cohen in April 1877, Zox was elected to the Legislative Assembly seat of East Melbourne in May 1877 - he was one of the 
27 newly elected members - and served in that capacity until his own death in 1899. 


A conservative, he opposed payment of members and protection amid the bitter party strife which accompanied Sir Graham Berry's second government, and 
such measures as income tax and female suffrage in the 1890s. A supporter of the coalitions of the 1880s and of Sir James Patterson's ministry, he was more 
consistent and predictable than many of his contemporaries. 


He was a flamboyant figure, invariably dressed in a white waistcoat so pristine in appearance that he was jocularly said to have 365 of them, one for every 
day of the year. Good natured, genial and popular, he spoke in Parliament in a typically bantering style, and his puns were a byword, but he was less at ease 
on serious subjects. He was a keen student of Shakespeare and stories were told of his remarkable aptitude for arithmetic. He was a ‘useful and painstaking’ 
chairman of the royal commissions on asylums for the insane and inebriate (reported 1884-86), on banking laws (1887) and on charitable institutions (1890, 
1891, 1895); he was also a member of the commissions on the working of the Friendly Societies Statute (1875-77) and the tariff (1881-83). 


Zox was president of the Melbourne Hebrew congregation in 1883 - 85, treasurer of the Melbourne Hebrew School in 1883 and president of the Melbourne 
Jewish Club in 1885. In 1890 he chaired a meeting of the Melbourne branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association of London which protested against Jewish 
persecution in Russia. He was vice-president of the Discharged Prisoners' Aid Society from 1885 and chairman in 1898 - 99, a director of the Royal Humane 
Society of Australasia and a board member of several hospitals. He was prominent in the Manchester Unity Order of Oddfellows. Zox suffered financial 
reverses in the early 1890s, but was still known for his earnest devotion to charitable movements and for his ready assistance to 'forlorn wayfarers'’. 


He died, aged 62, on 23 October 1899, in a private hospital at St Kilda of pneumonia brought on by influenza. He was buried in the Melbourne General 
Cemetery. His estate, valued for probate at £4400, was left to his two brothers and two sisters in London and a sister in Cape Town, South Africa.

Edward Henry Weston was for many years a resident on his acreage, Weston's 
Meadows at Albion Park, NSW where he bred horses and cattle and exhibited 
at various agricultural shows. When he retired from these activities he moved 
to a family property at Mosman, a suburb of Sydney. 


The following was reported in The Sydney Morning Herald, Monday 28 
July 1913, page 6. 


'A VETERAN LANCER. 


Major E. H. Weston, one of the oldest retired military officers in the State, 
died at his residence, Lochinvar, Hale-road, Mosman, and was buried at 
Albion Park. He had almost completed his 80th year, and was one of the 
founders and first members of the New South Wales Lancers. He was born at 
Horsley, near Parramatta, and for many years carried on pastoral pursuits. In 
his younger days he was renowned for feats of horsemanship, being regarded 
as one of the finest horsemen in the State. 


His father, the late G. E. Weston, was a native of England, and his mother 
only died eight years ago, aged 98. The funeral was one of the largest ever 
seen at Albion Park.' 


Major Edward Henry Weston's father was an officer in the British Army 
in colonial India and his mother was the daughter of Colonel Johnston of 
Annandale, a suburb in Sydney. Johnston Street is named in his honour. He 
acted as Governor of New South Wales following the arrest of Governor 
Bligh. His mother's uncle, Captain Robert Johnston, was the first Australian 
officer to join the British Navy. 


Also, the following was a letter to the editor in the Illawarra Mercury, 
Thursday 18 October 1894, page 2. 


HONOR TO WHOM HONOR IS DUE 
(To the Editor) 


'T think that every lover of his country will regret the absence of Captain 
E. H. Weston and his son Alick from the late sham-fight at Wollongong. It 
was the Captain who organised the South Coast troop of cavalry, and all the 
members of that troop whom I have the honor to know would follow him 
not only in a sham-fight but to 'grim death’ itself, if he would lead them. 
There has been a ' blunder ' somewhere in his resigning his commission. He 
is "a soldier every inch," and so also is his brave young son; then why were 
they not present? The services of such men should not be forgotten by the 
military authorities of our country, for honor should be paid where, and to 
whom, it is due. I do hope to see both father and son "shoulder to shoulder" 
again at our next sham fight, whenever that may come off. We should honor 
brave, self-denying men, for we have not too many of them. J.S.

‘BRENDAN LANE MULLINS MEDAL. 


By arrangement with the Australian Historical Society, Mr. John Lane 
Mullins, M.L.C., has provided for the annual donation of a gold medal, 
of the value of £5, in memory of his only son, Lieutenant Brendan Lane 
Mullins, R.EA., who gave his life in the cause of freedom and Australia, at 
Arras, France, on June 14, 1917. 


The medal was open to competition to candidates sitting for the Leaving 
Certificate Examination, and was to be awarded to the candidate 
presenting the best answers in the Honors Paper in Australian History at 
that examination, provided that the Chief Examiner in that subject (the 
professor of history at the Sydney University) certified that the answers 
were of approved merit. 


On Professor Wood's recommendation, the Australian Historical Society 
has allotted the first "Brendan Lane Mullins" Memorial Medal to Malcolm 
William Donald McIntyre, of the Scots College.' 


John Francis Lane Mullins, P.C., K.C.S.G., (1857-1939) was admitted as a 
solicitor in 1885 and was called to the bar in 1930. He helped form the NSW 
Irish Rifle Regiment in which he was a captain. During his life he held many 
positions including being an alderman on Sydney City Council, a Nationalist 
Party member of the NSW Legislative Council, honorary treasurer of St 
Mary's Cathedral, honorary treasurer of St Vincent's Hospital, director of 
Tooheys Ltd, Toohey Standard Securities Ltd, Lisgar Investment and Building 
Society, The City Mutual Fire Insurance Ltd and other positions. In 1903 
John Mullins was appointed a Privy Chamberlain to Pope Pius X and a 
Knight Commander of St Gregory in 1917. 


Walter George Keith Duncan was a student at Sydney Technical High School. 
The Brendan Lane-Mullins Memorial Medal was presented to Walter Duncan 
by Mr P.Board, Director of Education at the annual presentation of prizes 
held at the school on Wednesday 23 March 1921. Duncan went on to become 
a professional academic.'

Walter George Keith Duncan was born at Leichhardt, Sydney, New South 
Wales on 11 July 1903 to his New Zealand born parents. He was educated 
at Fort Street Boys' High School and the University of Sydney where he 
graduated with a Bachelor of Arts degree in 1924 and a Master of Arts degree 
in 1926. He graduated with first class honours and was awarded a medal in 
history and another in philosophy and then completed his master's degree 
passing with first class honours and another medal for philosophy. 


He was awarded a James King of Irrawang travelling scholarship and 
studied in both England and the United States of America. After his return 
to Australia in 1932, Duncan had a distinguished career in the education 
system including with universities in Sydney and Adelaide from 1951 as well 
as being involved with various commissions into education. Walter Duncan 
died at North Adelaide on 18 December 1987. 


Note: Although a biographical report states that Walter George Keith Duncan 
was educated at Fort Street Boys' High School there is a newspaper report 
that states that he was awarded the Brendan Lane-Mullins Memorial Medal 
in 1921 based on his Leaving Certificate examinations in 1920 at Sydney 
Technical High School.

Joseph Seppelt left Silesia in Prussia in 1849 and came to Australia, arriving at the Barossa Valley in South Australia in 1851. He tried producing tobacco, one 
of the products he worked with in Prussia, but that failed so he turned to wine.

Frederick Norton Manning (25 February 1839 - 18 June 1903), was a 
medical practitioner, naval surgeon, Inspector General of the Insane for 
the Colony of New South Wales, and was an Australian Lunatic Asylum 
Superintendent. He was a leading figure in the establishment of a number 
of lunatic asylums in the colonies of New South Wales and Victoria, and 
participated in inquests and reviews of asylums throughout the colonies. In 
fact when he first came to Australia in 1867 as a navy surgeon, via active 
service in New Zealand, he was invited by Henry Parkes to become medical 
superintendent of the Tarban Creek Lunatic Asylum, a job he accepted after 
further study of methods employed overseas and on 15 October 1868 he 
was appointed to the Tarban Creek position. 


He had a distinguished career which can be viewed on Wikipedia. He died 
on 18 June 1903 and in accordance with his instructions he was buried in 
the cemetery at Gladesville Mental Hospital. 


In September 1907 the University of Sydney received a letter from the 
honorary treasurer of the Dr ENorton Manning memorial fund enclosing 
the sum of one hundred and twenty five pounds for a foundation of an 
annual prize in psychological medicine to be called the 'Dr F.Norton 
Manning Memorial Prize'. The University resolved that the gift be accepted 
with thanks.

Richard was the son of William I Longsword and grandson of the Viking 
chieftain Rollo, the founder of the duchy. He was a child when his father 
was murdered, thereafter, when the Carolingian king of France, Louis IV 
d'Otremer, invaded Normandie with Hughes le Grand, count of Paris. 
He faced another crisis when Louis' successor, Lothaire, invaded with the 
counts of Anjou, Blois-Chartres, and Flanders in the 960s. Richard made 
peace with his neighbors at Gisors in 965, and thereafter concentrated on 
solidifying his rule in Normandy by making family alliances with the various 
Scandinavian tribes in the region. He also gained ecclesiastical support by 
promoting Christianity and rebuilding a number of churches. Richard was 
first married to Emma, daughter of Hughes le Grand, but she died young, 
and childless.

The emperor Jahangir struck a remarkable series of figural type rupees and 
mohurs, unprecedented for a Muslim prince. Besides extremely rare portrait 
pieces, he instituted a series of Zodiacal types, each one to be struck in the 
corresponding month. The obverse dies were reused from year to year, new 
dated reverses being produced for each subsequent issue. Wheras mohurs 
were issued for every month, only five types of Zodiacal rupees were issued at 
Agra mint, a selected few similar types were struck at Ahmadabad, Fathpur 
and Kashmir mints all are rare. In addition, special specimen strikes were 
apparently produced for important visitors to the Mogul court, each receiving 
a coin with his Zodiac symbol.

Born in Rosiers-d gletons, Gregory XI was the last of the French Popes. He 
achieved his goal of restoring his papal seat in Rome and formally condemned 
the nineteen propositions of John Wycliffe along with the thirteen articles of 
the Sachenspiegel. Upon his death, a Roman mob pressured the College of 
Cardinals to elect an Italian Pope, which they did in Urban VI, only to find 
themselves at odds with him and to return to Avignon to elect a new French 
Pope (Antipope Clement VII), ultimately leading to the Western Schism.

Velia, situated on the Tyrrhenian coast of southern Italy south of Poseidonia, 
was founded circa 540 BC by colonists from Phokaia in western Asia Minor 
who had fled their homeland following the Persian conquest. Its coinage 
commenced soon after the city's foundation and its types (forepart of lion 
devouring prey / incuse square) and denomination (Phokaian silver drachm) 
reflect the Asian origin of the early citizenry of Velia. Later, in the Sth century, 
the weight standard of the Velian coinage was assimilated to that of the 
Achaean cities of Magna Graecia producing a nomos of about 8 grams. The 
type of a lion, or a lion attacking or feeding on its prey, remained popular 
at Velia throughout the two and a half centuries of its silver coinage, which 
ceased just prior to the city's alliance with Rome, negotiated c.275 BC.

This tetrobol is from the last issue of the reign of Perdikkas II, which was 
significant for a number of reasons. For one, it occurred after an apparent 
cessation of royal mint activity of about ten years, from 425-415 BC. While 
the reason for the cessation is unknown, Raymond believes this final issue 
was struck when Perdikkas was forced to assist the Athenians in their attempt 
to recapture Amphipolis.

The ass depicted on this coin represents the mount of Silenos or Dionysos, 
both of whom appear on later emissions of Mende. For some time there 
has been controversy about the identity of the bird that pecks at the rump 
of the ass. It was long thought to be a crow or starling, until a detailed 
ornithological study by J. Kagan ("Notes on the Coinage of Mende," AJN 
26 [2014]) revealed that modern Eurasian jays and especially magpies are 
known for the habit of perching on donkeys in order to pluck hairs for 
building nests. Since the jay/magpie (described by the same name in ancient 
Greek) is identified as sacred to Dionysos by the late Greek author Lucius 
Annaeus Cornutus it seems inescapable that we are dealing with such a bird 
here and not a crow which, after all, was sacred to Apollo.

The "grievous coppers" mentioned in Aristophanes have consistently been 
interpreted as "official" fourrees, struck when the supply of gold was 
exhausted by 406/5 BC.

This 
late series of silver fractions was among the longest-running of all the Rhodian 
series. Its types continued from that found on previous issues. Helios was 
adopted as the patron diety of Rhodes upon the city's foundation in 407/7 
BC, and became the nearly universal obverse type of Rhodian coinage over the 
following four centuries. The rose was a pun on the city's name, a common 
practice in Greek coinage, and also was the dominant type on the reverse 
of Rhodian coins until the first century AD. The plinthophoric series runs 
from circa 190 (188) BC to 84 BC, and represents a complete overhaul of the 
monetary system, in which the traditional Rhodian standard was abandoned 
in favor of a new standard based on a 'plinthophoric' drachm of around 3 
grams, which was more commensurate with other currencies of the time. 
Another innovation was the abandonment of all denominations higher than 
a drachm, and a proliferation of regular issues of hemidrachms and diobols. 
As mentioned above, the types remained the same, but certain details were 
altered. On drachms and diobols Helios was now more often portrayed in 
profile, rather than facing, and the facing portraits on hemidrachms were 
now radiate. The reverse design was placed into a shallow incuse square, 
which is where the name of the series is derived (plinthos = brick or ingot). 
The exact reason for this major reorganization of Rhodian coinage is not 
known for certain, but the prevalent theory is that it was undertaken to 
conform to the changes extant under the terms of the Peace of Apameia 
in 188 BC. Whatever the reason, this change was enduring, with the series 
lasting nearly 100 years. The plinthophoric coinage came to an end during 
the First Mithridatic War, during which the Roman survivors of the Vespers 
of 88 BC fled to Rhodes, which was subsequently besieged by the Pontic 
king. The siege lasted for six months, during which time the silver supply had 
dwindled to such low quantities that the coinage was supplanted by issues 
of large-denomination bronzes (see Ashton, Coinage, pp. 61-5).

Although coin portraiture is commonly thought to be a Hellenistic invention, 
the first true portraits actually appeared in Lycia in the late Classical period, 
under the dynasts who ruled nominally as suzerains of the Persian Great King. 
Little is known about Mithrapata, who exercised control circa 390-370 BC, 
but his remarkable coin portraits, which show him on a human scale and 
with remarkable realism, offer a few intriguing hints. Unlike earlier Lycian 
dynasts, he does not wear the bashlyk, a Persian cap worn as a symbol of 
satrapal power, nor does he sport any godlike attributes. This could suggest 
Mithrapata had declared his independence of the Persian Empire, or that 
he favored Greek over Persian sensibilities.

Side in Pamphylia, founded by colonists from Cumae in Aiolis, advanced 
to a primary position among the cities of Pamphylia on account of its large 
and hospitable harbour, which fostered an active ship-building trade. Side 
was constantly at loggerheads with its neighbor Aspendos, and was as well 
a prime trophy in the wars of the Hellenistic period. The massive production 
of tetradrachms of Side, beginning in the second quarter of the 2nd century 
BC, was a consequence of the Roman defeat of Antiochos III at Magnesia in 
190 BC, after which the city was given over to the loyal Roman ally Eumenes 
II of Pergamon. The city became an anchor for Pergamene and later Roman 
control of the southern coast of Asia Minor, and the surge of coinage reflects 
its important position as a centre for ship-building for the Mediterranean 
fleets and for regional trade. The 'Kleuch-' tetradrachms must have been 
struck over a number of years, becoming a standard trade coinage. The 
coinage continued to use the civic symbol of the pomegranate 'sidh'.

The first coin has been reattributed to John Hyrcanus I instead of John 
Hyrcanus II as attributed by Meshorer and other scholars because of a late 
1987 hoard of about 700 coins which contained only the issues that referred 
to "Yehohanan the High Priest" with issues from Seleucid coins of the 2nd 
century B.C. and a very early Nabataean coin. Consequently Hendin and 
Qedar announced the find as clearly establishing these issues to the first 
Hasmonean ruler rather than the grandson. This empirical proof established 
the sequence of issues and shortly after its discovery Meshorer endorsed the 
order in his Addendum I, although his own earlier AJC volumes (1982) had 
the coins issued to the grandson.

The Koson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled assassin of Julius Caesar, was raising troops in northern Greece in preparation for the 
final confrontation with Caesar's heirs Mark Antony and Octavian. Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift from an allied 
Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king's name Koson appears on the coin and Brutus' name is reduced to a monogram which appears on some 
issues, including this example. Koson's coin type makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre and the wreath symbolizes the 
anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted Caesar's assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with his attendants, is copied from the 
coinage struck by Brutus himself in 54 B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin kings and founded the Roman Republic, serving as 
its first chief magistrate. This design thus serves to emphasize Brutus' attachment to the Republican traditions. See Winkler J., '"Consideratii despre moneda

The earliest coins were made in Western Turkey in about 600 B.C., out of 
electrum, an alloy created out of gold and silver. These electrum staters were 
made at three weight standards known today as the Phocaic, the Euboic and 
here (in this coin) the Milesian. The earlist coins have a design on one side 
and the reverse struck from three crude punches.

In AD 113, Trajan left Rome to embark upon his Parthian campaign. Osroes despatched an embassy from the Parthian court which finally met the emperor in 
Athens, by which point it was too late for him to turn back, and as R. P. Longden so eloquently writes, 'their apprehensive humility would have no doubt only 
sharpened his zest for the enterprise’. (Cf. Longden, R.P., Notes on the Parthian Campaigns of Trajan, The Journal of Roman Studies 21, (1931), pp. 1-35). 


The following year Trajan invaded Armenia, deposed its king Parthamasiris, and annexed it as a Roman province. In 115, Trajan also annexed Northern 
Mesopotamia, and later the same year he captured the Parthian capital of Ctesiphon. Following the conquest of Ctesiphon, Trajan accepted the title 'Parthicus' 
in 115-116, which features as the reverse legend on the types of this lot; the bust of Sol, who rises in the East, may symbolise Roman dominance over the 
region. 


Trajan's glory was short-lived, however, since in late 116 revolts broke out in Armenia and Northern Mesopotamia, forcing Trajan to abandon his campaign 
to increase the territory of Rome and to try and consolidate that which he had already gained. Dio Cassius relates that on looking out towards India, Trajan 
lamented that his age prevented him from following in the footsteps of Alexander (LX VIII 28.1). (note courtesy of Roma).

The accession of Gaius (Caligula) to the imperial throne on the death of 
his great-uncle Tiberius signalled a kind of "golden age" in that for the 
first time, not only did a direct biological descendant of Augustus become 
emperor, but one who could also claim a direct link with several important 
Republican figures. Through his mother, Agrippina Sr., Gaius was descended 
from Augustus, and also Agrippa, the victor of Actium. Gaius' father 
Germanicus was the son of Nero Claudius Drusus and nephew of Tiberius, 
sons of Augustus' widow, Livia. Through his mother Antonia, Germanicus 
was the grandson of Mark Antony and Octavia, the sister of Augustus. 
Accordingly, many of his coins recall his dynastic connections to both the 
Julians and the Claudians as well as his own family, and included in their 
designs his mother and his three sisters.

This interesting countermark was struck upon the base metal coinage during 
the first eight to ten years of Nero's reign when only gold and silver was 
minted in his name from the mint of Rome. Speculation as to why it was 
used and what its translation is varies according to which theory one adheres 
to. These are the two most common translations : 


1. Nero Claudius Augustus Probavit. Roughly, "with the approval of Nero 
Claudius, the Augustus." 


2. Nero Claudius Augustus Populo Romano. Roughly, "from Nero Claudius, 
the Augustus, to the people of Rome." 


In the first case it is the revalidation of the coins of Nero's three immediate 
predecessors (Tiberius. Caligula and Claudius). But in the second instance it 
isa "congiarium." or public dole given by Nero sometime after his succession 
to the throne. Originally in the form of wine or grain it later developed into 
the custom of monetary donations given by the emperors to the populace of 
Rome. Since the greater majority of those specimens found to date are from 
either the mint of Rome or Lugdunum and show very little wear to necessitate 
countermarking, then the second of the two translations is probably correct.

This monumental triumphal arch was erected by Nero to commemorate 
Roman military campaigns against the Parthians in Mesopotamia and 
Armenia. Although not particularly successful in a military sense (Paetus 
lost almost his entire army at Randeia in Armenia), the war did end with a 
peace treaty favorable to Rome that was upheld for nearly fifty years. This 
coin type is vitally important for architectural historians, for the arch was 
rededicated if not entirely dismantled after Nero's ignominious end in AD 
68, and is only known through its depiction on his coins.

The Macellum Magnum was Nero's great provision-market, probably dating 
from AD 59. This magnificent structure, originally occupying the middle of 
a square lined with porticoes and shops, was located on the Caelian Hill. It 
survived in its original state until the late 4th century, when its dilapidated 
condition necessitated a major reconstruction. During the turbulent 5th 
century the building again fell into partial ruin and in the latter part of the 
century it was transformed under Pope Simplicius (468-482) into the church 
of S. Stefano Rotondo.

Battles between the Parthian Empire and the Roman Republic began in 
54 BC. In 195, another Roman invasion of Mesopotamia began under the 
Emperor Septimius Severus, who occupied Seleucia and Babylon, and then 
sacked Ctesiphon yet again in 197. These wars led to the Roman acquisition 
of northern Mesopotamia, as far as the areas around Nisibis and Singara. A 
final war against the Parthians was launched by the emperor Caracalla, who 
sacked Arbela in 216, but after his assassination, his successor Macrinus 
fought an inconclusive battle against the Parthians at Nisibis, the last 
engagement of the Parthian Wars.

The Battle at the Harzhorn took place in the early 3rd century between 
Germanic and Roman troops near the Harzhorn hill between the towns of 
Kalefeld and Bad Gandersheim, in the state of Lower Saxony, Germany. The 
battlefield, spanning several square kilometers, was discovered in December 
2008 and is currently being excavated. Roman coinage found at the site gives 
a probable date of the battle during the reign of one of two Roman emperors: 
Severus Alexander (222-235) or Maximinus Thrax (235-238). Germanic 
tribes had crossed the Rhine and devastated the Roman countryside in 233; 
in 235, Maximinus Thrax led a campaign of revenge into Germania, which 
is believed to be the victory claimed on this coin.

With the dedication of the city of Constantinople in the spring of AD 330, 
Constantine I utilized a numismatic approach to place his newly-founded city 
on the same level of importance as Rome. These city commemoratives were 
struck to honor both Rome and Constantinople (see other examples in this 
sale), the former alluding to its legendary founding with the imagery of the 
she-wolf and twins and the latter alluding to the recent naval battle over the 
Licinii with Victory advancing from a conquest. Though meant to honor just 
these two cities, this series was struck throughout the empire at various mints.

Noted by CNG on this coin as follows. The military type is unsuited for 
the unwarlike Constantine, but the legend "O Lady, protect the pious 
Monomachos" certainly reflects the atmosphere of crisis during his reign, 
during which Constantine had to face several rebellions. The miliaresion is 
found in two sizes, of which this is the smaller. A hoard found at Oxarve 
in Sweden consisted of 100 pieces, evenly divided between the two types. 
Since contemporary hoards of gold show similar divisions between the 
histamenon and tetartron (meaning that payments were acceptable in both 
types as long as the percentages were equal), there must also have been a 
recognized difference between the two silver types.

'Father Cornelius Brendan (Con) Keogh, OAM, (13 July 1921 - 24 
November 2011) was an Australian Roman Catholic priest who founded 
the International Community Mental Health Movement GROW. 


Keogh entered the seminary in Springwood, New South Wales, at 18 years 
of age. Later he studied in Rome, obtaining degrees in philosophy and 
theology, and was ordained. On his return to Australia he became Professor 
of Philosophy at his former seminary. 


From 1954 Keogh suffered mental illness, and over the next few years he 
underwent episodes of hospitalisation for his condition. During 1957, whilst 
he was recovering from one such episode, he began attending meetings of 
Alcoholics Anonymous, because there was at that stage no other support 
group available. Along with others who were also recovering from mental 
illness, Keogh began to develop the programme material and the structured 
network of support groups which became the GROW organisation. In 1978, 
GROW spread outside Australia: Keogh established the GROW programme 
in Illinois. In 2004, Keogh was awarded the Medal of the Order of Australia 
for his work with GROW.' 


The GROW groups expanded worldwide and by 2005 there were about 800 
groups including in Australia, Ireland, New Zealand and the United States 
of America. Father Keogh resided in Sydney for most of his later years. He 
died there on 24 November 2011 and was buried at Rookwood Catholic 
Cemetery, Lidcombe after an At Peace Pontifical Concelebrated Mass of 
Christian Burial held at St Joachims Church, also at Lidcombe.

A report of the death of Oscar Gillam was published in The Newcastle Sun (NSW) on Thursday 6 July 1950. It reads as follows. 


Mr. Oscar Gillam Dies: Well known in shipping, colliery and insurance circles in Newcastle, Mr. Oscar Gillam, of Gillam and Co. Pty. Ltd., died today after 
a long illness. The late Mr. Gillam was born in Newcastle 74 years ago and took an active interest in his company until five years ago, when illness compelled 
him to give up his duties. For the past three years he had been in hospital. 


The death of Mr. Gillam removes one of the few surviving members of the N.S.W. Naval Brigade contingent to the Boxer Rebellion (China), 1900-1901. Rear 
Admiral Sir Leighton Bracegirdle was another member. For his services he received the rank of honorary member of the Military Order of the Dragon. 


Mr. Gillam served with the Royal Australian Navy in New Guinea and was present at the occupation of Rabaul in 1914 and during its occupancy was harbor 
master there. In 1921 he was placed on the reserve list of the Royal Australian Navy after attaining the rank of lieutenant commander. At this stage he took 
charge of Gillam and Co., which had been formed by his father some years before. The firm had extensive shipping interests which were later disposed of. At 


the present time six collieries are owned by the firm. 


The late Mr. Gillam was one of the oldest members of Lodge St. George. He belonged to the United Service Club and was for some years on the insurance 
committee of the Newcastle Chamber of Commerce.

On 13 March 1917 at the Quarter Sessions Ware pleaded guilty to bigamy. 
He was married to Ivy Williams (he deserted her and had not proceeded to 
divorce) and also Mary Whitlock (she stated that he told her his name was 
Jones). On his enlistment papers for the AIF his next of kin is Mary Ware, 
so presumably she has taken his real name after the court case. He was 
caught out when one woman saw him with the other woman in Pitt Street, 
Sydney, and after he ran away the women talked to each other and found 
out that he was married to both of them. He was sentenced to nine months 
hard labour in Long Bay Gaol. Apparently at the time Ware was a member 
of the Australian Garrison Artillery and listed as a deserter and the judge 
stated that if the military authorities would take him back then he would 
agree to hand him over to them. 


In his service file is a 3-page letter from an English war widow claiming to 
be carrying Sapper Ware's unborn child. She wrote to the Australian Army 
on 3 September 1919 stating that Ware had promised to marry her as he 
was divorcing his wife in Australia. However, she had since found out that 
he had returned to Australia. She was seeking help from them to enable her 
to get support payments from Ware to raise the child after it is born. There 
is no indication in his service file as to what happened.

(Note that this award is recorded in the book of LS&GCMs and MSMs to Australia 1897-1985 by Robert Dalton as being an award of a Commonwealth 
of Australia Meritorious Service Medal.) 


State Meritorious Service Medals were discontinued in March 1902 when they were replaced by the Commonwealth of Australia Meritorious Service Medal. 
There are no recorded Tasmania Meritorious Service Medals and the assumption must be that when WO James Chisholm was awarded his Commonwealth 
of Australia Meritorious Service Medal that the medal naming section has picked up an unissued Tasmania medal, which looks almost identical to the 
Commonwealth issue and have impressed it for issue to Warrant Officer J.Chisholm. This is reinforced by the fact that the medal has the naming impressed, 
as with many Commonwealth of Australia issues, instead of the normal engraved naming on State issues.

In The Mercury, Hobart, Tasmania on Monday 10 November 1902, page 5 was published the following report:- 'Well-earned Compliments. - Letters and 
personal congratulations have been received by Warrant Officer J.Chisholm, Hobart, on the notification of General Order No.205 of "Commonwealth of 
Australia Gazette", 31st October, 1902, of his having been awarded the medal for meritorious service, he having served for 42 years in the Defence Forces 
of Tasmania. He joined the 3rd Volunteer Rifle Company as Armourer Sergeant on June 7, 1860, and continued as a non-commissioned officer for that very 
long period, and retired as Ordnance Store-keeper on September 1, 1902. ' 


J.Chisholm was a gun maker prior to 1860. In 1903, after his retirement from the Defence Force, he was a government appointed Inspector of Magazines and 
Explosives. The Meritorious Service Medal was presented to him at the King Edward VII Birthday Celebrations on 9 November 1903 when he was the first 
one called up by His Excellency the Governor of Tasmania Sir Arthur Havelock GCSI, GCMG, GCIE who observed that the recipient had served for 43 years 
with credit and satisfaction to everyone. He then pinned the medal on retired Warrant Officer James Chisholm and complimented him on his service. 


In November 1904 when Warrant Officer James Chisholm was presented with his Long Service and Good Conduct Medal it was reported that he had served 
not less than 18 years with an irreproachable character. He had joined the Tasmanian Volunteer Forces on 7 June 1860, was appointed to Permanent Forces 
as armourer-sergeant on 1 January 1865, master gunner 1 June 1872, and served as military storekeeper from 1 July 1886 to 31 August 1902, and as at the 
time of the presentation he was in the employment of the Tasmanian Government as magazine keeper and inspector of explosives. 


It was reported in the Daily Post, Hobart on Friday 29 October 1909, page 7, that 'the Premier moved the second reading of the James Chisholm Pension 
Bill. He explained that James Chisholm, who retired from his position in the public service on December 29, 1908, had rendered long and faithful service 
since June, 1860. He had held the following positions at various periods:-Armorer (sic) in the defence force, armorer (sic)-sergeant, Southern Division of 
Volunteer Force; master gunner and sergeant-in-charge of powder magazine, Hobart; military storekeeper, military and magazine Storekeeper and inspector 
of explosives; inspector of explosives and of magazines, and magazine keeper for the Southern District. The Bill proposed to grant Mr. Chisholm an annual 
pension of £60 payable monthly, dating from July 1 last, and in case of his death during the currency of any month the Governor could direct payment to be 
made to his personal representatives of a proportionate part of the pension up to the day of his death.' (after much debate, and with strong opposition from 
the Labour Party, the Bill was defeated by 2 votes). 
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A befitting civilian award was presented to James Chisholm by the Hobart 
Regatta Association in January 1907 in the form of a small gold trophy 
bearing on one side the model of a howitzer and the words 'Hobart Regatta 
Association', the trophy was encircled with oak leaves and on the reverse 
side was the legend 'Presented to Mr James Chisholm, in recognition of 43 
years' service as gunner, 1863-1906'. For the whole 43 years, the work of 
firing the howitzers for starting of races had been performed by Gunner 
James Chisholm un until 1906 when he had to relinquish the duty due to 
ill-health. 


The Mercury, Hobart, Thursday 29 September 1910, page 5 printed the 
following account of his death. 


'Mr. James Chisholm, formerly senior ordnance officer al Hobart, died 
yesterday of pneumonia, being in the 79th year of his age. The deceased was 
ason of Mr. James William Chisholm, armourer, Edinburgh Castle. His father 
being transferred to the Royal Scots, the deceased accompanied his parents 
in their journeyings to Canada and the West Indies, afterwards returning lo 
London. He attended Sunday-school in the Duke of Kent's Palace. 


In August, 1852, he landed in Hobart, and for eight years was in the employ 
of Mr. McConnel, gun maker. In 1860 he volunteered as armourer to the 3rd 
Rifles, and subsequently filled a similar position in the Buckingham Rifles. 
He next became Government armourer, and was ultimately promoted to 
the rank of master gunner and ordnance storekeeper, a position which he 
held for 32 years. In 1901 he was transferred to the Commonwealth forces 
as senior ordnance officer. He received a medal for meritorious service, and 
another for long service and good conduct. Having reached the age limit, 
he retired on September 1, 1902, receiving a retiring allowance. He then 
took up the position of magazine keeper and inspector of explosives under 
the State Government. 


"The deceased leaves a widow and a large family. For several decades he 
held the position of secretary to the Tasmanian Union Masonic Lodge, and 
some years ago was made a life member, in recognition of long and faithful 
service. He was a well-known figure in the community, and the news of his 
death will be received with regret.' 


In another report in the Tasmanian News, Wednesday 28 September 1910 
it was stated in part as follows. 


'For many years he superintended the firing of the regatta guns, and 
on his retirement his services were fittingly recognised by the Regatta 
Association, which made him a handsome and appropriate presentation. 
He was a capable officer, and bore an excellent record. When the Russian 
war scare led to the formation of a defence force in Hobart in the middle 
of the seventies (i.e.1870s), Mr. Chisholm gave great assistance in drilling 
the Artillery branch, which was then under the command of Captain (now 
- Lieutenant-Colonel) Evans.
